_LONDON, Oct. 19.—The parliamentary debate on the coal strike’ 
tonight, although it disappointed hopes of any immediate settlement | 
of the dispute, nevertheless, owing to its extreme moderation and the| 
conciliatory tone of the premier’s speech, has left much brighter | 


prospects that a settlement ere long will be found. 

The premier especially emphasized that no question of amour 
propre would prevent the government from honestly, fearlessly and 
sincerely examining any project promising a settlement having due 
regard for the public interest, and he expressed perfect willingness 
to increased remuneration for the miners, provided it meant a larger 


output. 


While the cabinet was discussing the suggestion of William Brace 


that the two shillings demanded by the miners should be granted 
pending the creation of a permanent wage board, and the matter 
reviewed by the end of the year, the Labor members of parliament 
held an important conference in the committee room of the house, 


Mr. Brace and other members identified with the mining industry 
attending. and there is a general belief tonight that negotiations will 


be resumed, 


Tabor Member Makes Sruceestion 
LONDON, Oct. 19.—The house of 
commons tonight discussed the coal 
strike with great moderation and an 
absence of vindictiveness, but without 
arriving at a nearer. prospect of a 
settlement. Mr. Lloyd George explain- 
ed his unemployment schome as he 
outlined it yesterday to a deputation 
which visited him, but added little to 
his previous statement except that the 
scheme would embrace the building of 
new arterial roads around London. 
The premier contributed nothing to 
the coal discussien, which Was largely 
confined to the labor members. The 
latter emphasized the urgency of ar- 
riving at a settlement before the dis- 
pute grew to grave proporiionsa, 
William Bruce, Labor member for 
the Abertillery division of Monmouth-

Miners’ Federation, suggested the cre-!

of the year. He asyerted that there 
was no evidence that the miners had 
purposely restricted the output and 
declared that if it was to be a fight 
to a finish every man must be with- 
drawn from the mines regardless of 
the damage an‘ Idss involve.l.

Not to Minimize Damage 

He begged the house not to mini- 
mize the danger, but to remember that 
the same people were meeting tomor- 
row and that the spirit of the workers 
was euch that even if they felt a mis- 
take had been made, there existed 
a feeling of comradeship which drew 
them together, 

After Mr. Brace's speech, a cabinet 
council was held to consider the sit- 
uation, ence it was late when Pre- 
mier Lioyd George rose to reply. He 
began by compiimenting the house on 
the moderation and absence of bitter- 
neas with which the question had been 
discussed. He then referred to Mr. 
Brace’s suggestion, which he complain- 
ed was in many respects obscure. He 
said if a settlement was to be aitained, 
it must be on something more definite, 
which would not merely postpone the 
diepute to the future and sow the 
seeds of future trouble, not only in 
the mining but in every other indus- 
try. 

To Increase Outpat 

Reviewing the history of the dis- 
pute, the premier reiterated the de- 
sire of the government to lisien to all 
arguments. He contended that any 
settlement should include some induce- 
ment to increase the output and 
lengthily criticized Mr. Brace's sugges- 
tion, arguing that, if at the end of the 
year it was found that the output had 
not been increased, and an attempt 
was made to withdraw the increase 
in wages, there would be another 
strike, ° 

The government was not entitied to 
keep the country in suspense all the 
time. The government sincerely de- 
sired to find an issue to the dispute

RAILWAY RATES 
WILLPROBABLY 
STAND TILL 1921 


Little Expectation of Any Change 
in Present ‘Level Until the 
End of Year 


OTTAWA, Oct. 19.—(By Canadian 
Preas)—There is little expectation at 
the railway board taat there will be 
any change in the present level ‘of 
railway freight and psasenger rates 
until the end of the year at the 
earliest. On Januery ist, 1921, under 
the terms of the recent judgment, 
which waa referred back for further 
consideration by the government, the 
percentage of increase in the east 
dropped from forty to thirty-five 
percent and in the west from thirty- 
five to thirty per cent. The twenty 
percent increase in passenger fares 
likewise drops automat'cally fifty per- 
cent on that dage, While nothing ts 
likely to be done in connection with 
the re-hearing of the cage until Hon. 
F. B. Carve'l returns from the west 
at the end of the month, it is sug- 
gested that it may be possible for 
the board to reconsider the case and 
have any alteratione made in the 
terms of the judgment become effec- 
tive at the end of the year when 
there is to be a readjustment of rates 
anyway.

Most of the 
firms in cuestion are stated to be al- 
eady manufacturing goods to fill their 
hristmas orders, and the sugar used 
in these orders has a!l been purchas- 
ed at the higher prices. However, if 
there isa reductian of Canadian sugar 
prices to anyth ng like the American 
level, the Canadian merchants and 
people will demand a pro-rate reduc- 
tion In the price of candy, and the 
manufacturers fear they may be com- 
pelled ‘to eeil the Christmas goods, 
which they are now making, at a loss 
bécause of the demands for rebates 
from merchants,

COULD GOVERNMENT TAKE? 
| OTTAWA, Oct, 19.—What action, it 
is mow asked, could the government 
jlegally take if it veere desired to os- 
sist thre refiners out of their difficul- 
ties?

TORONTO, Oct. 19 —*We consider 
this an important strike, and selenti- 
fically of much value": says President 
Cc. O, Stillman, of the Imperial Oil 
company, limited, in a statement made 
public tonight referring to the oil 
strike near Fort Norman, on the 
Mackenz‘e river. “From a commer- 
ciai point of view, however, it is not 
of immediate value. as it will probably 
be years before it can be made ayail- 
able in auantities for the use of the 
Canadian market.” 

“It would be necessary to demon- 
strate by actual drilling and produc- 
tion, says President Stillman,” “that 
there is sufficient quantities of oil 
to justify laying a pipe line, which 
in itself, would probably cost fifty 
million dollars” 
| The point where oil has been struck, 
President Stillman pointe out, is 900 
miles out from the nearest calling 
point of a river boat; 1 200 miles from 
the nearest railrore! and 1,600 m'les 
north of Edmonton, the nearest city- 
The only means of access to the loca- 
tion at the present time is down the 
Northern rivers, which will only float 
boats of four of five foot draught, and 
‘severa] rapids necessitate the unload- 
ing and transporting of the cargoes 
over jand and re-loading on barges. 
This precludes br'nging oil up the riv- 
‘er in any quantities until adequate 
transportation facilities are provided.

She warned the wo- 
men of the community of their re-| 
sponsibility to the community in the 
way of a general moral reform, and) 
attacked the old moth-eaten notion | 
and idea that a double standard of 
morality was necessary, stating that 
the idea was founded on a lie, that had 
been believed for hundreds of years, 
With the vote has come the responsi- 
bility of women more than ever to 
combat the social evils, She also warn- 
ed against the dragging down of the 
moral standard by women who claim 
the same rights as men.

The appropriation for the year 
amounted to $265,000 of which ap-

The statements for the months of | 
May to September, inclusive, compared | 
with the 1919 expenditure showed | 
that this year the outlay was $132,- 
658.86 as against $83,943.31 for the | 
Salaries were | 
$6,138.68 last year as against $9,159.87 
this year. Maintenance of plant stood 
at $3,604.60 for the period last year | 
as against $9,536.69 this season. Scav- | 
aging work showed the greatest in- 
crease with $30,102.78 this year com- 
pared with $15,922.92 tn 1919. 

“It would seem that we are having 
to pay a great deal more for street 
and scavanging work under the en- 
gineer’'s department than under the | 
old system,” commented Alderman |

Ihe Truth About Sugar 


"THE SUGAR INDUSTRY of Canada is confronted with a serious situation and has appealed to 
the Government to come to its assistance. 


[GNORANCE of the circumstances leading up to this situation has led many peuple to enter ob- 
jections to the measures of relief that have been proposed. 


THE PURPOSE of this statement is to put the plain facts before the people of Canada in the be- 
lief that at heart they want to play fair and are willing to accord a square deal to everyone. 


The present upheayal in the world’s 
sugar trade has been brought about 
by enforced liquidation of some large 
stocks of raw and refined sugar held 
by American and Cuban interests. Its 
effect in Cuba, where some of the na- 
tive banks have been forced to sus- 


pend payments and where the Gov-. 


ernment has put into effect a sixty- 
day Moratorium are of common 
knowledge. 


A feature of the disturbance has 
been the dumping upon the American 
market of a quantity of so-called 
“distressed” sugar, in amount rela- 
tively unimportant to the whole sup- 
ply but sufficient, nevertheless, tem- 
porarily to disorganize the ¢rade. 


“Part of this “distressed” sugar 
forced into the market under condi- 
‘tions of practical bankruptcy, has 
found its way into Canada, where it 
has, temporarily, upset trading condi- 
tions and made it impossible for Can- 
adian refineries to market their pro- 
duct except ‘at a ruinous loss. 


It is pertinent to observe that the 
low prices quoted for this “distressed” 
sugar now being dumped into Canada, 
by no means reflects the true market 
price in the United States. Only a day 
or two ago the newspapers announced 
that the American Sugar Refineries 
Company, the largest sugar refiners 
in the States and who control some 40 
per cent. of the production of that 
country, is selling sugar on the basis 
of 22 1-2 cents a pound, equivalent to 
25 cents in Canada at present rate of 
exchange, several cents a pound high- 
er than that contemplated for Canada 
in the order made by the Board of 
Commerce and set aside. 


At the present time the plants of 
four of the largest Canadian refiner- 
ies are closed, thousands of men have 

_ been thrown out of employment, mil- 
lions of capital are temporarily inac- 
tive and unproductive. 

The refineries have bought or are 
committed to buy raw sugars to the 
value of over $60,000,000. Their sales 
in Canada, due to the conditions be- 
fore stated, are at a standstill. It fol- 
lows that the financing of the raw 
sugar already under contract should 
these conditions continue indefinitely 
will be an impossible task for the re- 
fineries with all their resources. . The 
burden will devolve upon the banks if 
a critical situation comparable to a 
panic is to be avoided. 

The question naturally arises, why 
have the Canadian sugar refineries al- 
lowed this situation to develop and 
what justification have they for ap- 
pealing for public support of their in- 
dustry in this crisis. 

The refineries disclaim responsi- 
bility for the situation. 

. They maintain that if they had been 
left to shape their own course the situ- 
ation, as far as they are concerned, 
would not have developed. 

They frankly admit that had con 
trol of their business not been taken 
out of their hands by agents of the 
Government, they would now have no 
shadow of excuse for appealing for 
protection, 

What are the facts? 

For over a year the Board of Com- 
merce created by the Government, 
exercised absolute control over the 
prices at which sugar could be sold in 
Canada, and fixed the price, from time 


to time, on a basis contrary to aii es- 
tablished commercial usages. 


At the same time the Trade Com- 


mission, another agency of the Gov- - 


ernment, refused permission to the 
refiners to export sugar, which they 
might have done, and thereby reduced 
their liabilities very materiallly with- 
out injury to the domestic market. 

Government control went further 
and even prevented the re-sale abroad 
of raw sugars not necessarily needed 
in Canada. 


Government contro! caused the re- 
fineries to lay in additional stocks of 
raw sugars after the price had ad- 
vanced and when it was economically 
less desirable to buy. 


Throughout all these transactions, the re 
fineries vigorously protested against the in- 
vasion of their rights and frequently gave 
warning as to what the ultimate result would 
be. They were met by assurances that their 
rights would be fully protected. 


In meeting their objections the Board of 
Commerce promised that the refiners would 
be protected in a falling market to the samc 
extent that they had been deprived by the 
board, of their opportunity to take advant- 
age of a rising market. 


The Board of Commerce, in a ruling dated 
‘June 11, 1920, laid down this principle: 
“The Board will not recognize prices 


sumer in compelling the trader to aver- 

age bis costs up.’’ 

The present appeal of the refiners to the 
Government and to the Board of Commerce 
is merely a request for a fulfilment of the 
pledge thus given. 

In the same judgment, as illustrating the 
powers of the Board, it says: 

“fhe Board will prohibit all refiners 
from selling to other than wholesalers. It 
will prohibit wholesalers from buying 
from other than refiners. It will pro- 
cea from buying or selling 
at all.’ 

In other words, the Board assumed full 
power to contro] the price as well as the con- 
ditions under which sugar was marketed in 
Canada. 

The ruling recently made by the Board, 
and suspended by the Government, pending 
a further hearing, was in striet conformity 
with the principles the Board had laid down 
and is in no sense an innovation: 

Sugar control and restrictions on exports 
were finally lifted July 1st, 1920, but with 
the order revoking the restrictions a letter 
was issued from the Department of Trade 
and Commerce which practically once more 
tied the hands of the refiners so that they 
were not free even to se)’ their products in 
the world’s markets, where the price was 


still some six cents a pourd higher than the 


prevailing market prices in Canada, 

Had they been left entirely free, even at 
this late date, to adjust their trade to the 
new conditions, Canadian refiners could have 
sold their products abroad at a price that 
would have protected them against the 
slump which has since ensned, and enabled 
them to meet later conditions without seri- 
ous loss. Again they were prevented from 
doing #0. 

The actual cost of Government contro! to 
the sugar refineries of Canada, irrespective 
of the losses which now confront them in the 
disposal of their present stocks, is conser- 


vatively estimated at from two to twenty- 


five million dollars. 

The refiners have facts and figures to 
prove that their losses, if compelled to sell 
in competition with ‘‘distressed’’ sugar 
dumped into Canada from the States will 
ron into many additiona! millions. 

The sugar refineries are ff a different po- 
sition from any other class of manufactur- 
ers in Canada, whose products have not been 
under Government control, and who have 
not been denied the right to a free market. 


The refiners do not believe, when the situation ie fully and fairly analysed, that their request 
involves any serious hardship upon the Canadian public. On the contrary, taking into account the 
benefits the public have already enjoyed in having been enabled to purchase sugar in Canada for 
months at a time at a price materially lower than the price prevailing in the world’s market, 
amounting at times to 10 cents or more a pound, having regard for the national interests involv- 
ed in keeping the sugar industry actively operating and preventing the loss occasioned by unem- 
ployed labor and unproductvie capital; considering, furthermore, the strong advisability of keep- 
ing trade within the national boundaries instead of sending it abroad where a Canadian dollar is 
regarded as being worth only 90 cents or less, and having regard, above all, for the very grave 
necessity of maintaining Canada’s industrial, financial and commercial equilibrium in these trying 
times of world-wide readjustment, the sugar refiners of Canada believe that both the Government 
and the people will admit the justice and fairness of their position and will afford them the tem- 
porary consideration necessary to meet the situation.

Returning from a trip of inspec- 
tion éver the Edmonton and Dun- 
vegan railway system Premier 
Stewart says he feels quite confid- 


ent that the line will be in shape 
to carry on heavy winter traffic 
successfully this scason as a result 
of the improvement work already 
carried out by the Canadian Pa- 
cific since the system was taken 
over by that company last July, 
Premier Stewart in company with 
Hon, A. J. McLean, minister of public 
works, and J. A. McGregor, general 
manager of the E.D. and B.C., spent 
nearly ten days in the northland on 
the tour of inspection and all express 
themeelves as well satisfied over con- 
ditions In general. Premier Stewart 
says the people of the north are very 
optimistic and the crop has been ex- 


cellent, though a late spring made it | 


necessary to sow oats largely instead 
of wheat and the drop in prices has 
had an unfavorable effect 
elsewhere in the province. 
General Progress Good, 
The Premier says the progress of 
roadbed tmprovement on the ED, and 


B.C, has been generally satisfactory, PTO™Mier Stewart aays the 


this work being carried on as vigor- 
ously as possible in the face of an ex- 
tremely wet season and a shortage of 
labor, From Edmonton to Smith a 
great deal of ditching and re-tieing 
has been done, with neat little homes 
erected for the section men, On this 
division the track is said to be in fair 
condition, Considerable difficulty has 
been encountered’ says the Premier, 
from Smith to McLennan owing to ex- 
ceasive rainfall! and the high water of 
Lesser Slave Lake.
